British Built 2,000,000 Tons 
For Navy During the War 


LONDON, April 9.—More than: 2,- 
000,000 tons of shipping were added 
to the navy during the_war at a cost 
of £250,000,000 to £3090,000,000, ac- 
cording to a statement totay by Sir 
BE. H. W. Tennyson-d’Eyncourt, Di-

Though, my correspondent procedds, 
Munich is comparatively calm and the 
new Government appears to be firmly in 
the saddle, strange rumers are current 
of troops who are true to the Heffmann 
Government and are marching on the 
city and that the Majority Socialists 
Government is determined to take ac- 
tion to overthrow the new: régime.

Rakovsky was always a noted political 
firebrand and is unquestionably a 
whole-hogger.

GERMAN SOVIETS HAIL

Resolution Expressing Sympathy 
with Bavarian Proletariat 
Is Postponed. 


BERLIN, April 8, (Associated Press.) 
—At this morning’s session of the Soviet 
Congress, Independent Socialists present- 
ed two resolutions extending greetings 
to the Bavarian and .the Hungarian 


Soviet Republics. 

There was a lively dindussidn, especial- 
ly regarding Bavaria. The Independent 
Socialists wanted the congress to ex- 
press the hope that the Bavarian prole- 
teriat might overcome opposition and 
that “the rest of Germany might. follow 
its example. The resolution was post- 
poned after unfavorable discussion. 

The greeting to Hungary was accepted, 
in spite of recent eee | predictions. 

Doubt that entHusiasm for a Soviet 
Republic extends far beyond Munich is 
expressed by the Tageblatt, but , the 
newspaper admits its anxiety as to the 
effect that news of the Bavarian situa- 
tion wifl have ‘on the Soviet Congress 
here. It says, however, that, even if 
the con ess should adopt radical meas- 
ures, the ‘‘ powers of resistance are 
stronger in Berlin than in.Munich.”

“ Unwritten Law” Not Raised at 
British Army Slayer’s Trial. 
LONDON, April 9.—Lieut. Coj..Nor- 


man Cecil “Rutherford of the Medicaf

détained as insane by the Judge, in his 
trial for the killing of Major Miles 
Charles Seton, of Melbourne, on Jan. 13.

Dr. Hyslop 
testified that Rutherford told him he 
had no doubts of his wife.

It is a tortuous plot, full 
of Italian subtlety and refinement in 
cruelty. 

The burly Captain, Neri, is plied with 
wine, tempted to a wager, and sent off 
on a desperate prank that lands him in 
Lorenzo’s dungeon. There the artist, 
Gianetti, subjects him to a full repertory 
of taunts and tortures of the spirit 
which are designed to send him mad. 
But) primitive as the bully’s brain power 
is, it resists all assaults. Finally 
Gianetti conceives a plot the result of 
which is that Neri murders a much- 
loved brother by mistake, and then at 
last he falls into an almost cataleptic 
madness. 

There is no great novelty in the story, 
afd the milieu is long familiar to the 
so-called romantic drama. But the two 
characterizations are finely conceived 
andthe parts written with distinct 
subtlety and power. The burly Captain, 
ba is quite a marvel of the miles 
gloriosus—a creature of small wit and 
great brutalities, insolent and boasting; 
yet brave as an infuriated bull.

While the British have more ships, 
more navigators, and more experience 
in long-distance flying, the United 
States Navy has a well-matured plan 
to make the Atlantic passage by air 
and. water with the N C type of 
seaplane, and the American Eagle 
may scream before the British Lion 
can roar. ‘“* We are bending every 

effort and want to have the 
** credit of being the first to cross 
**the Atlantic,”* said Secretary Dan- 
re.s in the latter part of February. 
However, the odds are in favor of the 
British, for the United States ‘has no 
formidable lighter-than-air machine 
and the N C’s do not seem to be 
ready for the first “‘ leg,’’ to New- 
foundland. On fhat rocky coast the 
Hawker-Grieves party is tuning up 
the Sopwith biplane which may be off 
any day from St. John’s. Moreover, a 
Handley-Page giant plane Is getting 
ready for:a start at- Harbor Grace, 
while the SHortr Brothers have noti- 
fied the British Air Ministry that they 
will start a Shiel airplane from the 
Irish coast for a westward flight about 
the middle of April. The success of 
the Irish craft, piloted by Major Jamrs 
‘C. P. Woop of the Royal Flying 
Corps, would make an appeal to senti- 
ment, because a Columbus of the air 
should voyage westward. Neverthe- 
less, a triumph of tradition does not 
enter into American speculations. 
An Amierican victory would give a 
much-needed impetus to aviation in 
this country, which is threatened 
with eclipse by British enterprise. 
The scheme of a Frenchman, Lieu- 
‘tenant J. P. Fontan, to fly a plane 
from Paris to Africa and from Dakar 
to the Cape Verde Islands, thence to 
the coast of Brazil by the shortest 
sea route, hardly merits serious con- 
sideration.

It may be doubted whether well-in- 
formed aeronautical authorities have a 
great deal of faith in the success of 
their venturesome competitors who 
are about to launch their planes into 
the air for the Atlantic passage. 
Eighteen hundred miles is a long way 
for an aviator to go. On land there 
has never yet m so long a non-stop 
flight. But it may be rejoined that 
the entries are powerfully motored. 
It is true also that a strong argument 
can be made for a seaplane favored 
by calm seas. The big dirigible is re- 
garded with greater confidence, but 
the weather must be propitious all the 
way over. Whatever turn speculation 
‘may take, brave spirits are soon to 
seek the upper spaces for the Atlantic 
passage in throbbing airplanes. The 
risk will be great, and good luck go 
with them!

recent suggestion in 
regard to seditious meetings, careful 
reading reveals only a single merit. The 
ordinance proposed does recognize, as 
the Mayor’s letter of advice-did not, 
that what is said, not the language in 
which it is said, needs to be controlled; 
that treason and anarchy are bad ,in 
themselves, no matter in what tongue 
they are preached. 

But when that feature of the resolution 
has been commended its full desert of 
praise has been met. The idea of put- 
ting all responsibility for the public ad- 
vocacy of “ policies tending to incité 
the minds of people to a disregard of 
law ’’ on the “owner, agent, occupant, 
or the one in charge of the place or 
building ’’ must be condemned as a 
wholly wrong and inadequate solution 
of the problem. It would be a delegation 
of police powers not to be tolerated. 
-The owner of a “ place or building”’ is, 
indeed, under a real obligation not to 
let his property be used for evil pur- 
poses, but, even if well-intentioned, he 
might not be a good judge of when and 
how freedom of speech should be re- 
stricted, and, if ill-intentioned, his ap- 
proval of sedition would be difficult or 
impossible to prove unless his offenses 
were frequent. The police cannot evade 
their present duty to prevent or mini- 
‘mize the real dangers to which the 
Mayor referred when he addressed the 
Aldermen. 

The use of a foreign language in pub- 
lic speaking is far from always wrong, 
and to forbid the innocent uses of such 
languages would be absurd. But in- 
citements to violence and attacks on our 
form of government, whether by foreign- 


ers or natives—thcss are simply crimi- 
nal, and the existing laws, if vigorously 
enforced, would stop most of them and 
punish the others.

The League.constitution binds the sig- 
natories to at once institute an economic 
boycott against the ‘‘ covenant-breaking 
nation.’’ But for such a boycott to. be- 
come effective takes time, involves de- 
lay, and this seriously. weakens its ef- 
fectiveness as a deterrent. 

The strongest .deterrent would be an 
fronclad agreement..for all. the other 
signatories of the League covenant to 
at once make war in common on_the 
** covenant-breaking .nation.”” This is 
what France, in her exposed position, 
has clamored for. The difficulties, how- 
ever, in the way of such en tronclad 
pact are insuperable, and the proposed 
constitution rightly, in this particular, 
contents itself with the provision that 
the Council of the League shall “' rec- 
ommend ’*. what military action. may 
seem advisable, leaving it, by plain im- 
plication, as Mr. Taft pomts out, to the 
war-making powers of the individual 
nations to follow the ‘‘ recommenda- 
tion *’ or not. This rather tenuous pro- 
vision: for the exercise of military force 
is all that could gain’ acceptance, but 
it is far from what France needs and 
may justly ask for. 

But it seems to the writer that there 
is another provision that might reason- 
ably be accepted: by all; oné that would 
put teeth into the League constitution ; 
one net would give ‘France and other 
exposed nations the protection justly 
called for; one that would be severe, 
certain, immediate, and automatically 
operative; one that would be almost as 
effective a déterrent to a ‘* covenant- 
breaking nation ’’ as an ironc agree 
ment of all the other signatories to 
make common war upon it; ane hence 
one that would make. the need for ulti- 
mately resorting to military measures 
extremely improbable. The_ provision 
which the writer has in mind vould be 
to insert in Article XVI. of the con- 
stitution an amendment to the following 


effect

International law is now in the remak- 
ing; and such a provision’ as is _ here 
suggested seems to be called for: Every 
great nation, and. Germany especially, 
and more in the future than in the past, 
will be dependent upon its commerce 
with the rest of the world. The amend- 
ment suggested would se every com- 
mercial enterprise extend ang beyond a 
nation’s borders, every dollar’s worth 
of goods sold by it abroad, every dollar 
invested abroad by its citizens, every 
dollar invested by its citizens and banks 
in foreign securities; the welfare and 
property of every one of its citizens resi- 
dent abroad, every ship it has_on the 
high seas or in the ports of other na- 
tions, so many pledges and hostages for 
the maintenance by that nation of in- 
ternational peace. To thoroughly exor- 
cise militarism from the German people 
and to ageene into them oe gen love 
for peace and for democracy, cannot be 
done short of a generation or two, if, 
imdeed, so soon.

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|GIBBS BOXING BILL 
PASSED BY SENATE 


Measure to Allow Ring Bouts 
of Ten Rounds in This 
State Takes a Stride. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 9,—The Gibbs Boxing 
bill passed the Senate tonight by 27 to 
18 votes. It was hard sledding for a 
time for the measure, but Democrats 
hesitated to support it, not because of 
the measure itself, but rather, because 
Senato?® Gibbs, its introducer, had been 
recorded ih the negative on Sunday 
movies and Sunday baseball bills. The 
vote on the, Boxing bill was well split 
up, eight Republicans being recorded 
with the Democrats, some of whom 
voted negatively but later changed their 
attitude. 

Senator Boylan of .New York face- 
tiously suggested the introduction of an 
amendment providing a nurse for the 
contestants. 

‘‘Senator Gibbs has provided every 
other safeguard for the contestants in 
bouts under his bill other than a nurse. 
He has agreed to amend the measure to 
make that provision,” he said. 

Senator Abraham Kaplan of New 
York, Democrat, for the sixth time sug- 
gested an amerfdment to provide that each 
club distribute twenty-five free tickets 
for each bout among soldiers, sailors, 
and marines of the world war who were 
injured in the service. The amendment 
was not taken seriously, however, and 
was not even voted upon. 

The Gibbs bill as it now stands Pie 
vides for the establishing of a State Ath- 
letic Commission of one member to be 
appointed by the GoOvernor, with the con- 
sent of the Senaté, and to hold office 
until Dec. 31, 1920, each successor to be 
appointed for a two-y ear term. The sal- 
ary is placed at $3,500, with allowance 
for necessary expenses. The commission 
is given sole control over boxing. Each 
club must file a bond. Bouts are to be 
of ten rounds, and there is to be a ref- 
eree, who must render a decision. Five 
per cent. of the gross receipts is to be 
turned over to the State. ere are to 
be four Depity Commissioners.

Commander 
Wickersham, ‘‘I cannot condemn any 
honorable means that men who have 
served their country through this crisis, 
especially those who have been over- 
seas, take to gain a livelihood. How- 
ever, a large percentage of the beggars 
and peddlers in uniform prove on in- 
vestigation, I am sorry to say, te be 
impostors. 

**I have been annoyed for some time 
by the sight of the men in uniform 
going around usifg almost strong-arm 
methods to get a’ few quarters out of 
the public for ‘welcome home’ buttons 
and such stuff, but I had hardly 
realized how serious the nuisance was 
becoming until the other day a member 
of the Mayor’s Committee came in here 
to make a complaint. He told me that 
ene morning as he got on the subway 
two sailors accosted him. One pinned 
a button on him and the other. asked 
him for a quarter.
